Fully thirty busy business men and 


orange growers 
responded Tuesday

The spring wa- 
ters that feed It are icy and darkened 
by plentiful shade, and the mountain 
trout seek its pools with the trout's

streams. In the groat groves of al- 
ters, the fishing camps take

through the summer from the Impetu- 
ous wate.r, and the hail from the stage 
is always "How many?" and never did 
you get any?"

straw, paper waste, and vegetable 
matter, should be disposed, of or cov- 
ered with lime or kerosene oil. 


Screen all food, whether in the 


house or exposed for sale. 


Keep all receptacles 
for garbage 


carefully covered andthe cans clean- 
ed or sprinkled with oil or lime. 


Keep all stable manure in vault or 


pit, screened or sprinkled with lime, 
oil or other cheap preparations, such 
as are sold by a number of reliable 
manufactuers. 


See that your sewage system Is In 


good order;that it does not leak, Is up 
to date and not exposed to flies. 


Pour kerosene Into the dr^.ns.

In 
the same issue of the newspaper was 
a second advertisement announcing 
the arrival of Hlgnor Cnpltello .Turn- 
pedo. "a stirrrislnj? dwnrf no taller 
than a tobacco pipe." who engaged to 
perform with and outdo the "botii« con- 
jurer," contorting himself in all man-

has naver and never can be fulfilled. 


If one can be found so credulous as 


to believe that he can do these won- 
ders, certainly he will falter at the

performing greater works 


than these. 


No, Jesus' work was the regenera- 


tion of men's hearts; new born spirits 
and consecrated lives are the diodems 
which the centuries have set in his 
crown of thorns. 


In a universe where all things move 


in ordered precision, we have the 
right; nay, it becomes our duty, to

It is more reasonable to assume 


that the story, penned at least sixty 
years after the event, would have 
become 
strangely 
distorted 
and 


when his followers were dying dally 
for the love of His name, it becomes 
almost a certalnlty that they would 
ascribe supernatural power to their 
dear Lord. 


Let us be very tender here, for 


while we may not be convinced, we 
may not forget the love which moved 
men's hearts to create these legends. 
They believed them themselves, and 
many died for their faith. 
No doubt 


Jesus had many a kind word for the 
sick and suffering; no doubt some of 
theso were led by his voice and per- 
sonality out of the neurotic or hypno- 
tic condition, which was their real 
trouble; small wonder if the multi- 
tude were so enthralled by the pres- 
ence of tin; Master that they forgot 
to eat, while he spoke to them.

Crucified Christ draweth all 


men unto Himself, that through Him 
they may behold the Father. 


"Behold, now are we the children
